In September the Postoffice Depart 
ment ordered that all mail matter de- 
posited in or passing through all the 
postoffices in the United States should 
be carefully weighed for the 80 days be- 
ginning at midnight of Oct 3 and end- 
ing at midnight of November 6, and 
that an accurate report of the weighing 
bekept and forwarded to the Depart- 
ment. The weigh report for the Salis- 
bury postoffice shows that in the 20 days 
specifi. d, over nine tons of mail matter 
and equipment was handled in this of- 
fice.: The report shows the following 
weights: 

Mail matter originating in this 
office—First class. 788 pounds; second 
class paid, 1,354 pounds; second class 
free in county, 1.672 pounds; third and 
fourth-class, 584 pounds; government 
free matter, 1,24; equipment, sacks, 
pouches, eto., 4,282 pounds; total, 9,831 
pounds.

The injury by 
the new pes louse in many places has 
been Complete, and has not been con: 
fined to the pea growing ar- as of Mary- 
land. I have had it reported from Dela- 
ware, New, Jersey; New- York, (Long 
Island), Pennsylvania, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Connecticut, and recently 
from Canada. So far as I can ascertain, 
this is the first season it has been abun- 
dant enough to attract attention from 
the economic standpoint: Talking with 
some of our largest growers, I find that 
the louse was present in some sections 
last season’ although it was not report 

ed. Some of the laborers who handled 
the peas in the field complained that 
the lice got upon them, and some (col- 
ored) even refused to pick peas from 
oartain fields, Lest fall the lice were 


observed on late peas in sectionsiof 
New Jersey. 


The lowest estimate of the loss in 
Maryland this season, given by the 
most conservative authority, is $3,000,- 
000, That thie enormous loss should 
have been attributed to » single species 
especially one new to science, hardly 
seems possible. The loss in other States 
has been proportionately as great as in 
Maryland. Never in the history of econ- 
omic entomology has a similar case 
been record 


DESCRIPTION OF THE INSECT. 


The creature to which a large propor- 
tion of this loss is attributed is one of 
the plant lice, a group of insects called 
aphids, belonging to, the hemipterous 
family Aphide. Strange as it may seem 
this in ect is one new to science and by 
some change in conditions has. become 
conspicuously abundant this season 
over wide areas upon the culvitated pea 
for the first time. Why this should be 
s0 is one of Nature's mysteries, and af- 
fords material for future investagation, 
reflection and thought. The insect un- 
der consideration, while it had been 
seen before by entomologists and others, 
was not compared with other closely re- 
lated species to see if it had been des 
cribed. It properly belongs to the old 
genus Sophonophora, but as this name 
had been preoccupied for the Myriapo- 
da before Koch made use of it in his 
work, and is also used to denote an or- 
der of oceanid Hydrozoa, therefore, in 
accordance with zoological practices, 
we have been obliged to substitute an- 
other generioname. Mr. O. W. Oest- 
land, in his monograph on the Aphidæ 
of Minnesots, suggests the name Nect- 
arophora in place of Siphonophora: We 
accept this name, and henceforth the 
pea louse will be known in literature as 
a Nectarophorsa;: specifically I propose 
to call it destructor. Its full name, 
therefore, will be Nectarophora de- 
structor. 
The insect responsible for this injury 
is a small, green louse, resembling the 
color of the vine, and when full grown 
is about one-eight of an inch long, It 
has many interesting things about its 
life history and habita, In the first place 
the poung are born alive. Ifa person 
should watch one of the large individ 
vals for a short time, he would see the 
young protruding from the body of the 
mother. I have, upon several occasions 
shown this wonderful operation to far- 
mers and others this season. Upon the 
Same leaf one will find the lice from the 
newly born to the adult, Asarule, the 
majority of the lice are wingless. but as 
& plant becomes overcrowded or fails to 
furnish the necessary food supply’ 
wings appear and they take flight to 
hiore favorable feeding grounds. Thus 
the species is spread rapidly from field 
to field. Upon one occasion this season, 
when I was making observations in a 
42 acre field which had been completely 
destroyed, the insects were taking flight 
and leaving in such great numbers 
that it was very disagreeable to ride or 
Walk through the field. It obtalns its 
food by sucking. the juices from the 
at and stem. They cluster upon the 
plants in great numbers, getting be- 
tween and underneath the leaves. They 
insert their lance-like beaks into the 
issues ofthe plant;and draw out the 
sap, The lice exude a honey dew. and 
this ig smeared over the plants. The lice 
cast their skins several times during 
growth, and these cast skins adhere to 
the leaves in the honey-dew, giving 
badly infested vines the appearance of 
having been dusted with something 
white. The vines wilt and die from the 
- attacks of the lice. We know of one in- 
atance where 480 acres out of 600 were

I have observed three species, one of | 


which .Allogropta ohliqua, has been 
abundant. In one instance twenty five 
-bushels of -larvæ--of this species were 
screened out by a prominent packer, the 
last three days he worked. Such a state- 
ment seems incredible; but actual ob- 


servation proved that nature was doing 


her part thoroughly, At this time hard: 
ly a louse could be found, where only 
a week or ten days before they were 
working by countless millions. 

The America Syrphus, Syrphus 
americanus, usually has been associated 
with the preceding species. The larva 
is larger than that of Allogropta obli- 
qua brownish in color, somewhat mot- 
tled and longer. It also pupates upon 
the plant, or even at or below the sur- 
face of the ground. The adult is much 
larger and can be distinguished, even 
during flight, by its bee like hum. The 
remaining species, Sphœrophoria cyl- 
indrica, was not common, but found 
in two localities. associated with the 
others. and is much smaller than eith- 
erof them. .Of the native lady beetles, 
four species were observed feeding up- 
on the lice. Coccinilla notata was 
most abundant in Frederic and Car- 
rol counties, in which both adults and 
lar v every where swarmed in the fields. 
June 30 I found pupe of this species 
attached to weeds, leaves, grass and 
corn—in fact, almost everything where 
larves could secure a hold. Sometimes 
three or four were found upon a single 
leaf, The lice were on the decrease, 
and it was clearly seen that the lady 
beetles, etc., would nearly destroy those 
remaining, Megilla maculata was 
found in nearly every field examined, 
and an occasional specimen of Cocci- 
nella sanguinea. Hippodamia con- 
vergéns was also quite abundant. The 
larvee and eggs of the laced-winged fly 
Chrysopa oculata were found throuch · 
out the infested districts of the state 
and it has been an important factor in 
the reduction of the lice. The soldier 
beetle, Popabrus rugolusus was also 
observed by me feeding upon the lice 
in my garden near the college. 

This completes the list of predaceous 
insects observed and bred. I was sur- 
prised, however, in not finding my hy- 
menopterous parasites in the lice. The 
only parasite bred was Bassus lwetor 
ius, which is considered a parasite on 
the Syrphus fly larva. 

On June 18 1 noticed a number of 
dead lice, The diséase continued un- 
til about the 25th ot June and finally 
disappeared. Sometimes ten to twelve 
dead lice were found in all stages of de- 
velopment upon a single leaf. The 
same disease has since been reported to 
me in pea fields in New Jersey. A few 
lice were found on peasin my garden 
through the greater part of June and 
July. and in September were reported 
as still doing injury to sweet peas in 
Canada, 

As to the future, candidly, I am of 
the opinion that it will be many a day 
before we shall see a repetition of such 
devastation of the pea crop by Necta- 
rophora destructor. Nature has done 
her work well, and there is nothing 
left for the economic entomologist to 
do except to acknowledge his inability 
to cope with such mysterious visitants 
and plod along as best hecan. Mother 
Nature seems to be cålling a halt, but 
man, in bis eagerness to gain a liveli 
hood is going ahead blindly, appar- 
ently not heeding her challenges that 
he is going too fast.—Strawberry Cul- 
turist, Salisbury.

' WassineTox, Nov. 26.—This dis- 
course of Dr. Talmage Ia a sermon of 
preparation for the national observ- 
ance of this week and jn an unusual 
way calls for the gratitude of the peo- 
ple; the text, Ezekiel x. 18, “As for the 
wheels, it was cried unto them in my 
hearmg, O wheel!” 

Next Thursday will, by proclamation 
of president and governors, be ob- 
perved lu thanksgiving for temporal 
mercies. - With what spirit shall we 
enter upon it? For nearly a year and 
n half this ration has been celebrating 
the triumph of the sword and gun and 
battery. We have sung martial airs 
and cheered ‘returning heroes and 
pounded the requiem for the slain in 
battle. Methinks it will be a healthful 
change If this Thanksgiving week. In 
church homestead, we celebrate 
the victories of peace. for nothing was 
done at Santiago or Manila that was of 
more Importance than that which In 
the-last year has been done In farmer’s 
field and mechanic's shop and author's 
study by those who never wore an 
epaulet or shot a Spaniard or went n 
hundred Miles from their own doorsill. 
And now I call your attention to the 
wheel of the text. 

Man, a small speck in the universe. 
was set down in a big world, high 
mountains rising before him, deep seas 
arresting his pathway and wild beasts 
capable of his destruction, yet he was 
to conquer. It could not be by physical 
force, for compare his arm with the 
bx's horn and the elephant's tusk, and 
how weak he is! It could not be by 
physical speed. for compare him to the 
antelope’s foot and ptarmigan’s wing. 
and how slow be is! It could not be by 
physical capacity to soar or plunge, for 
the condor beats him tn one direction 
and the porpoise in the other. Yet he 
was to conquer the world. Two eyes, 
two bands and two feet were insuffi- 
cient. He must be re-enforced, so God 
pent the wheel. 

Twenty-two times is the wheel men- 
tioned in the Bible. sometimes, as in 
Ezekiel, tustrating providential move- 
ment; sometimes, as in the Psalms. 
erushbing the bad: sometimes, as in 
Judges, representing God's charioted 
progress. The wheel that started In 
Exodus rolls on through Proverbs. 
through Isalah, through Jeremiah. 
through Daniel, through Nahum. 
through the centuries, all the time 
gathering momentum and splendor, 
until, seeing what it has done for the 
world’s progress and happiness, we 
clap our hands in thanksgiving and 
employ the apostrophe of the text. 
crying. “O wheel"

week to praise God for the triumphs of 
machinery, which have revolutionized 
the world and multiplied its attrac- 
tions. Even paradise, though very plc- 
turesque, must have been comparative- 
ly dull, hardly anything going on, no 
agriculture needed, for the harvest was 
spontaneous; no architecture required, 
for they slept under the trees; no man- 
nfacturer’sa loom necessary for the 
weaving of apparel. for the fashions 
were exceedingly simple.

But I hear the rush of a wheel. Wom- 
an puta on the band and adjusts the 
instrument, puts ber foot on the 


treadle and begins. Before the Whlr 


and rattle pleuristes, coisumptions, 
headaches, backaches, heartaches, are 
routed. The needle, once an oppress- 
ive tyrant, becomes a cheerful slave— 
roll and rumble and roar until the fam- 
ily wardrobe is gathered, and winter Js 
defied, and summer is welcomed, aud 
the ardors and severities of the seasous 
are overcome; winding the bobbin, 
threading the shuttle, tucking, quilting, 
ruffilng, cording, embroidering, under- 
bralding set to music; lock stitch, twist- 
ed loop stitch, crocket stitch, a fasci- 
nating ingenuity. 

No wonder that at some of the learn- 
ed institutions, like the Now Jersey 
State Normal school, and Rutgers Fe- 
male Institute, and Elmira Feumle col- 
lege, acquaintance with the sewing mu- 
chine is a requisition, a young lady pot 
belng considered educated vutil she 
understands It. Winter is coming on, 
and the household must be wartly 
clad.

Roll on, 0 
wheel of the sewing machine, nutil the 
last shackled woman of toll shall be 
emancipated! Noll on! 

Secondly, I look [nto the agricultural 
world to see what the wheel bas ar- 
complished. Look at the stalks of 
wheat and oats, the one bread for 
man, the other bread for horses. Coat 
off and with a cradle made out of tive 
or six fingers of wood und one of sharp 
steel, the harvester went across the 
field, stroke after stroke, perspiration 
rolling down forehead’ and cheek and 
chest, head blistered by the consuming 
sun and lip parched by the merciless 
August alr, at noon the workmen lying 
half dead under the trees. One of my 
most painful boyhood memories Is that 
of my father in harvest time reeling 
from exhaustion over the doorstep, too 
tired to ent. pale and fainting as he 
sat down. The grain brought to the 
barn, the sheaves were unbound and 
spread on a thrashing floor, und two 
men with fails stood opposite each 
other, hour after hour and day after 
day, pounding the wheat out of the 
stalk. Two strokes, and then a cessa- 
tion of sound. Thump, thump, thump, 
thump, thump, thump! Pounded once 
and then turned over to be ‘pounded 
again, slow. very slow. The hens 
enckled and clucked by the door and 
picked up the loose grains and the 
horses half asleep and dozing over the 
mangers where the hay had been. 

Wheel of the Reaper. 

But bark to the buzz of wheels lu 
the distance! The farmer has taken 
his throne op a reaper. He once walk- 
ed; now he rides; once worked with 
arm of flosh, now with arm of iron; 
He starts at the end ot the wheattfleld, 
heads his horses to the opposite end of 
the field, rides on. At the stroke of 
his fron chartot the gold of the grain Is 
surrendered, the machine rolling this 
way and rolling that, this way and 
that, until the work which would have 
been accomplished in many days la ac- 
complished in a few hours, the graln- 
field prostrate before the harvesters. 

Can you imaglue anything more 
beautiful than the sea isinnd cotton? 
I take up the unmelted snow in my 
hand. How beautiful it Is! But do 
you know by what painstaking and 
tedious toll it passed Into anything like 
practicality? it you examined that 
cotton, you would find it full of seeds. 
It was a severe process by which the 
seed was to be extracted from the 
fiber. Vast populations were leaving 
the south because they could not make 
any living out of this product, One 
pound of green seed cotton was all that 
a man could prepare in one day, but 
Eli Whitney, & Massachusetts Yankee. 
woke up, got a handful of cotton and 
went to constructing a wheel for the 
parting of the fiber and the seed. 

Teeth on cylinders, brushes on cylin- 
ders, wheels on wheels. South Caro- 
lina gave him $50,000 for his Inven- 
tion, and, instead of one man taking u 
whole day to prepare a pound of cot- 
ton for the market, now be may pre- 
pare three bundredweight, and the 
south is enriched, and the commerce of 
the world is revolutionized, and over 
8,000,000. bales of cotton were prepar- 
ed this year, enough to keep at work 
in this country 14,300,000 spindles, em- 
ploying 270,000 hands and enlisting 
$281.400,000 of capital. 

Thank you, Eli Whitney; and L. 8. 
Chichester of New York, bia successor, 
Above all, thank God for thelr Invent- 
ive genius, that bas done so much 
for the prosperity of the world, 

Cause For Thanks.

No 
one. can tell how many noble and self 
sacrificing Inventors have been crush-

Through 
all abuse nud caricature Fitch and 
Fulton went until yonder the wheel 
is lo motion, and the Clermont. the 
first steamboat, ix golng up the North 
river. running the d{statice—hold your 


breath while 1 ten you—from New- 


York to Albany In 82 hours, But the 
steamboat Wheel multiplied its veloel- 
tles until the Lucania ot the Cunard 
line and the Majestic of the White 
Star Une and the New York of the 
American line and the Kalser Wilhelm 
of the North German Lloyd line cross 
the Atlantic ocean In six days or less, 
communication between the two coun- 
tries so rapid and so constant that 
whereas once thos} who had been to 
Europe took on airs for the rest of 
their mortal lives—and to me for many 
years the mostdisagreeable man I could 
meet was the man who had been to 
Europe, despising all American pic- 
tures and American music and Ameri- 
can society. because they had seen Hu- 
ropean pictures and beard European 
music and mingled in European so- 
clety—now a transatlantic voyage 18 
so common that a sensible man would 
no more boast of it than If be had 
been to New York or Boston. 


Landmarks of Progress. 

What u diference between John 
Fitch's steamboat, 00 feet long, and the 
Oceanic, 704 feet long!

While this bas been doing on the 
water James Watt's wheel has done 
as much on the lund. How well | re- 
member Sanderson's stagecoach, run- 
ning from New Brunswick to Easton. 
as he drove through Somerville. N. J.. 
turning up to the postoffice aud drop- 
ping the mall bags with ten letters 
and two or three newspapers, Sander- 
son himself on the box, G feet 2 Inches 
and well proportioned, long lash whip 
in his hand. the reins of six horses in 
the other, the “leadera” lathered along 
the line of the traces, foam dripping 
from the bits! 

It was the event of the day when 
the stage came. It was our highest 
ambition to become a stage driver. 
Bome of the boys climbed on the great 
leathbern boot of the stage, and those 
of us who could not get on shouted, 
“Cut behind!” I saw the old stage

After the oysters have been transferred 
to another vessel, wrecking tugs, which 
are expected here from Baltimore by 
Saturday, will at once begin work, 
The whereabouts of the leakage is un- 
known. The craft has always been 
considered reliable, and in speed, she 
iscounted as one of the best of the 
Baltimore oyster market boats.

Court of Appeals Rutes is A in peruunt 
Question, 

Chief Judge MoSherry delivered the 
opinion in the case of Edward Wootten 
ve. Huldsh A. White, appealed from 
the Circuit Court for Montgomery 
County. 

The question in this case is a new 
one in Maryland. It is this: Cana mort 
gagor, whose mortgage is in default, 
Plant a crop and then execute a bill of 
that crop to a third person, and thereby 
deprive the purchaser of the mortgaged 
farm from claiming the growing crop, 
if the farm be sold under the mortgage 
while the crop ie still growing? The 
vendes under the bill of sale brought 
an action of trover against the purchas- 
er of the farm for the value of the crop. 
The crop was planted when the mort- 
gage was overdue. The mortgagor sold 
the crop by a bill of sale to the person 
who fwnishd the fertilizer with which 
the crop was planted. Before the crop 
was ripe and before it waa harveeted 
the mortgagor sold the farm under} the 
mortgage and the purohaser at that sale 
afterward cut the crop and still holds 
it. The Court holds that the execution 
ot u bill of sale by a mortgagor does 
not constructively sever the crop from 
the land, and that as the crop was act 
ually growing and annexed to the Jand 
at the time the land was sold it passed 
with the land to the purchaser and 
that the latter’s right to it is superior to 
the right claimed by the vendor of the 
fertilizer under the bill of sale. If the 
mortgage had not been foreclosed until 
atter the crop had been cut by the 


mortgagor of his vendee, the ‘title. 


which the bill of sale conveyed would 
have been good. Every person who 
buys a crop growing on mortgage land 
is liable to have his title to the crop de- 
feated if the mortgage be forecloud 
and the land with the crop growing on 
it be sold before the crop is actually 
severed and cut. Though a growing crop 
is for many purposes treated and re- 
garded as personal property, yet until 
it is actually cut and severed from the 
land it forms part of the mortgagee’s 
security for the payment of the debt 
due to him, and he cannot be deprived 
ol that security if he forcloxes the 
mortgage and sells the land while tie 
crop is still standing.

The Department of Farmers’ Insti- 
tutea will, this season, go to the farm- 
ers with greater assurance, than in the 
past, that the work will be received and 
thoroughly appreciated in all the coun- 
ties. Slowly but surely the avsemblies 
have grown. A farmer once having at- 
tended these institutes is seldom among 
the absent when a like opportunity is 
offered; so, annually, more and more 

are convinced that there is much to 
learn, and that none are better to intro- 
duce new subjects for thought, and to 
open fields for observation, than the 
practical man, who has ,had experience 
on his farm, and comes before his 
equals to give the result of his labore, 
how. he succeedad, or why he failed. 

Care has always been exercised not 
to misrepresent a worker but to place 
him before the audience in his true 
standing among his fellows, When it 
has been said a worker was practical, it 
has been postively known that such 
was so. It is the opinion of the Direc- 
tor that great harm might result from 
the words of theorists. if accepted as 
facts, and supposed to have been there- 

‘sult of practice. 

This year, as last, two thoroughly 
practical and experienced institute 
workers have been engaged. Mr. James 
I. Rice, Yorktown, N. Y., will be one, 
many will remember having seen him 
in Southern Maryland and the Eastern 
Shore in 1897. Hisspecialty is poultry, 
but he talks on other subjects equally 
a6 well, some of them are—Increasing 
the productivity of the soil by crop ro- 
tation, cultivation cover crops and 
chemicals, growing fruits in orchard 
and garden” and of others in daily 
practice in his system of diversity on 
his farm.

Increase By Penasyl 

A joint meeting of representatives of 
the wholesale grocery trade and the 
transportation committee of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Association 
of Baltimore was held Tuesday, at 
which an increase in freight rates made 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad on ship- 
ments for points on the Eastern Shore 
was discussed. It was decided to take 
up the question with the general officers 
ofthe company in Philadelphia. 

It was stated at the meeting that since 
the Pennsylvania Railroad acquired 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlan- 
tic Railway, thus owning, with its pre- 
sent lines, all roads on the Eastern 
Shore except the Queen Anne’s, a radi- 
cal change has been made which threa- 
tens the great volume of business done 
by Baltimore houses on the peninsula. 
For about 20 years, and up to the time 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlan- 
tic was bought, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road carried in through cars, via Wil- 
mington, to points on the Eastern Shore 
freight from Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia atthe same rate as was charged 
from Wilmington, thus placing the 
trade of the three cities on an equal 
footing in competing for businesss. 

Since the Pennsylvania Railroad se- 
cured control of the Baltimore, Chesa- 
peake and Atlantic. which had been a 
competing line to it from Baltimore, 
the rates from Philadelphia have been 
increased from 50 to 100 per cent. over 
the Wilmington rates, As many articl- 
es are sold on a close margin this action 
wipes out the profits and enables Wil- 
mington merchants to undersell both 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

It was stated that the action of the 
railroad was taken to force the freight 
movement from Baltimore over the 
steamboat lines of the Baltimore, Ches- 
apeakeand Atlantic, instead of via the 
railroute. This the shippers claim is 
impracticable, as the destination of 
freight shipped is usually some distance 
into the interior from the steamboat 
landings, and the cost of carriage makes 
it prohibitive to handle the bulk of 
business this way.

On this point it was stat d at the meet- 
ing that the Pensylvania Railroad 
hinled eight to Norfolk at the game 
rute from the West asit bauled it to 
Baltimore, although this necessitated 
handling it 180 miles farther without 
any additional revenue, and that Nor 
folk would, with Wilmugton, under 
the advance made in rates, be given un- 
due advantage over both Baltimore and 
Philadelphia.

obligations, public and private, shall be 
performed in conformity with this 
standard. 

8, That there shall be established in 

the Treasury Department a division of 
issue and redemption, which shall keep 
a gold reserve for the maintenance, of 
the parity of money, separate from the 
fiscal operations of the Treasury. 
4. That a gold reserve shall be con- 
stituted equal o 25 per cent, of the 
combined amount of United States 
notes and treasury notes outstanding. 

5. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may cell 8-per-cent. bonds payable 
in gold whenever necessary to maintain 
the gold reserve at a proper amount and 
to maintain the parity of all forms of 
money issued by the United States. 

These provirions are so clear-cut and 
straightforward that they practically ex- 
plain themselves. If enacted into law 
they will place the United States among 
the other advanced commercial na- 
tions, with gold at the fixed standard of 
value. The Senate bill has not yet been 
given final form, but differs mainly 
from the House bill in creating astrong- 
er gold reserve and giving the Secretary 
of the Treasury even broader powers, 
The House bill would provide. a gold 
reserve at the outset of about 119,000, 
000. The Senate bill will place this 
amount much higher, probably at the 
eyen sum of $150,000,000, The House 
bill provides for maintaining the silver 
dollars at-parity with gold by author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury at 
his discretion to exchange gold coin for 
any other money issued or coined by 
the United States. The Senate bill is 
expected to leave no discretion to the 
Secretary, but to put every holder of a 
gold or silver dollar upon the same 
plane by providing for exchangeability 
of either com for the other at the will 
of the holder.—From The Progress of

Having seen the 
world under the gleam of the star of 
Bethlehem, we will want to see it when, 
under the full shining of. the sun of right- 
eousness, the towers shall strike 12 at 
Noon. 
There will be nothing in that coming 
century of the world's perfection to hin- 
der our terrestrial visit, Our power and 
velocity of locomotion will have been 
improved infinitely. It will not take us 
long to come here, however far off in 
God's universe heaven may be. The Bi- 
ble declares that such visitation is going 
on now. “Are they not all ministering 
irits sent forth to minister to those who 
l] be heirs of salvation?" Surely the 
"gates of heaven will not be bolted after 
the world is Edenized so as to hinder the 
med from descending for a tour of 
tion and congratulation and tri- 
umph. . 

You know with what interest we look 
upon ruins—ruins of Kenilworth castle, 
ruins of Melrose abbey, ruins of Rome, 
ruins of Pompeii. So this world in ruins 
is an enchantment to look at, but we 
want to see it when rebuilt, repillared, 
retowered, realtered, rededicated. The

Oh, this perfume 
of the continents, this aroma of hemi- 
spheres! As we approach nearer and 
nearer we hear songs and laughter and 
hosannas, but not one groan of distress, 
not one sob of bereavement, not one

“Hospitals and almshouses must have 
been a necessity once, but they would be 
useless now. And you sce all the swamps 
have been drained, the sewernge of the 
great towns has been perfected, and the 
world's elininte iy so improved that there 
are no pneumonias to come out of the 
cold, or rheumutisms out of the damp- 
ness, or fevers out of the heat. Consump- 
tions banished, pneumonias _ banished, 
diphtheria banished, ophthalmia banish- 
ed, netralgias banished. As near as I 
can tell from what 1 have read, our at- 
mosphere of this century is a. mingling 
of the two months of May and October 
of the nineteenth century.“ 

An Era of Better Health. 
And we believe what our escort says, 
for as we pass on we find health glowing 
in every cheek and beaming in every eye 
and springing in every step and articu- 
lating in every utterance, and you and I 
whisper to each other as our escort has 
his attention drawn to some new sunrise 
upon the morning sky, and we say, each 
to the other: “Who would believe that 
this is the world we lived in over 100 
years ago? Look at those men and wom- 
en we pass on the road!

Thomas Hastings had come out of the 
early part of the nineteenth century into 
the.twenty-first and were Jeading the 
volces. Music that moves the carth and 
makes heaven listen! 4 

But I say to our twenty-first century 
escort: “I cannot understand this. 
these worshipers no sorrows. or have 
they forgotten their sorrows?" Our es- 
cort responds: “Sorrows! Why. they had 
sorrows more than you could count, but 
by a divine illumination that the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries never 
enjoyed they understand the uses of sor- 
row and are comforted with a supernatu- 
ral condolence such as previous centuries 
never experienced.” 

Banishment of Death. 

I ask again of the interpreter, “Has 
death been banished from the world?” 
The answer is, “No, but peopte die now 
only when the physical machinery Is 
worn out, and they realize it is time to 
go and that they nre certainly and with- 
out doubt going into a world where they 
will be infinitely better off and are to 
live in a mansion that awaits their im- 
mediate occupancy.” “But how was all 
this effected?” I ask our escort. An- 
awer: “By floods of gospel power. You 
who lived in the nineteenth century nev- 
er saw a revival of religion to be com- 
pared with what occurred in the latter 
part of the twentleth and the early part 
of the twenty-first century. The proph- 
ecy has been fulfilled that ‘a nation shall 
be born in a day’—that is, ten or twenty 
or forty million people converted in 24 
hours. In our church history we read 
of the great awakening of 1857, when 
five hundred thousand souls were saved.

As you and 1 see in this ‘terrestrial 
visitation of the coming centuries that 
the church hag under God accomplished 
so much, we ask our escort, the spirit of 
the twenty-first century, to show us the 
different kinds of churches.

1 notice that the fabrics are of better 
quality than anything I ever saw fn our 
nineteenth century, for the factories are 
more skillful, and the wheels that turn 
and the looms that clack and the engines 
that rumble nre driven by forces that 
were not a century ago discovered. 

The prices of the fabrics indicate a rea- 
sonable profit. and the firm in the count- 
ing room and the clerks at the counter 
ond the draymen at the doorway and the 
errand boy on his rounds and the mes- 
senger who brings the mail and the men 
who open the store in the morning as 
well as those who close it at night all 
look as if they were satisfied and well 
treated. No swallowing up of small 
houses of merchandise by great houses, 
no ruinous underselling until those in 
the same line are bankrupt and then 


the prices lifted, mi ire trsy as 
signment to defrand couls un over- 
drawing of accounts, bo absc ndings, no 
sharp practice, no snap judziieuts, but 
the manufacturer right in his dealings 
with the wholesaler, aud the wholesaler 
with the retailer, and the retailer with 
the customer. No purchasing of gooda 
that will never be paid tor. All right be- 
hind the counter; all right before the 
counter. No repetition of what Solomon 
describes whet he writes; “It is naught, 
it is naught, suith the buyer, but when 
he is gone his way then he boasteth.” 
“O spirit of the twenty-first century, 
how glad I am that you showed us these 
stores and factories and places of bar- 
gain and sale! It was not always so in 
the ninetecnth century, when we were 
earthly residents. Many of thuse mer- 
chants who are good at ciphering out 
other rules in arithmetie never could ci- 
pher out that sum in the rule of loss and 
gain, ‘What shall it profit a man if he 
gain the whole world and lose his soul?’ 

“But what is yonder row of buildings, 
majestic for architecture?” The spirit of 
the twenty-first century says, Those are 
our legislative halis and places of public 
trust, and if you would like it I will show 
you the political circles, the modes of 
preferment, the styles of election, the 
character of public men in this century.”

All those in high office in town- 
ship, state and nation are men superior 
for intelligence and sagacity and moral 
equipment and fitness for the poste they 
occupy. All intrigne and Machiavelism 
and temporization are gone.

“The last corrupt judge of election was 
buried 50 years ago, the preacher officint- 
ing at the obsequies taking for his text 
Proverbs x, 7, The name of the wicked 
shall rot,’ or Jeremiah xxil, 10, ‘He shall 
be buried with the burial of an ass, 
drawn and cast forth beyond the gates 
of Jerusalem.’ Our laws nre good and 
well executed, Men do not in our cen- 
tury have to wade chin deep through 
moral slush in order to gain office. The 
word ‘politics, which in your century, 
the nineteenth, often stood for chicanery 
and falsehood and billingsgate and moral 
turpitude and filth, now stands for honor 
and justice and truth and righteousness. 
Such men as were in your congresses and 
parliaments and reighstags pointed out 
as exceptions of statesmanship and pa- 
triqtism and public spiritedness and elo- 
quence and moral power would not bo 
pointed out now, for all our public men 
are thus characterized, Politica has been 
swept, garnished, glorified, ennobled, un- 
tii nothing more is to be desired.

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Killing om Thistles. 

A correspondent of the Michigan 
Farmer writes ar follows about killing 
off Canada thistles: 

The writer's method, which has been 
very successful, is as follows: The job 
is let out to a boy (or boys); and the 
terms of the coutract are “no kill, no 
pay.” The result is the boy gets his 
pay. 

On my farm the thistles grow in 
patches, and I pay so much per patch, 
according to size. The work Is begun 
in the spring. Each week for two or 
three weeks the boys cut them with a 
hoe about two Inches below the surface 
of the ground. 

Once in two weeks, for about three 
times and after this ‘about once a 
month, this job Is done during the bal- 
ance of the season. By fall the thistles 
are smothered out. 

The leaves of a plant are Its lungs. 
You can kill an oak tree by picking off 
its leaves and buds for one season. I 
plan to kill thistles In a fleld devoted 
to cultivated crops. After the second 
or third cutting very few plants will 
appear. ‘ 

By a little attention to the boy he 
will attend to the thistles and at the 
same time earn a little cash. I have 
tried salt, which kills the thistle, but is 
expensive and don't help the boy.

Messrs, Graham and Dorman of the 
Board and nearly all the city. teachers 
were present at above mentibned ad- 
journed meeting last Friday evening, 
Bth inst., at office of School The 
whole matter of school hours and school 
work was freely discussed; and after 
considering the fact that the State laws 
pertaining to Public Schoole require 
the schools to be kept open six hours 
euch week day except Saturday, during 
the school year, and the further fact 
that the consensus of opinion amon 
the teachers was that not too muc 
work was being required of the pupils, 
and that the work being done by the 
teachers could nos be done properly in 
a shorter period of time than now used 
by them, it was resolved by the Board 
that the teachers in all the depart- 
ments of the city schools should dis- 
miss about one half of their pupils, 
those having made their last forenoon 
blr ge at least thirty minutes be- 

‘ore 12a. m., and the other half after 
having made their last afternoon reci- 
tation, at least by 4 p. m., and so to ar 
rangé the hours for recitations that pu- 
pile dismissed half hour early in före- 
noon of one week should be dismissed 
half hour early in the afternoon of the 
immediately succeeding week, thus al- 
ternating the time of early dismissal 
from week to week so that all pupils 
sbould be treated slike in this respect. 

Under this arrangment, while the 
sohoole will be kept open the full six 
hours and the law thus complied with, 
and teachers have full time in which to 
do the required work, yet pupile will be 
detained in school room only five and 
one half hours less the receas, reducing

for oystere for the approaching 
Christmas holidays is revealing sad 
state of affairs, and one much to be de- 
plored by those who are engaged in that 
branch of industry here. The reports 
coming in from the local tongers are 
very discouraging, and show that not 
only are they unable to meet the de- 
mands of tiie packing houses, but that 
their labor is far less remunerative than 
in preceding seasons, due directly to 
the rapid depletion of the Miles -River 
oyster beds. 

The result of this inevitable state of 
affairs has become so obvious that al- 
ready the question is being aggitated 
among those most interested ag to the 
best and most practicable method of in- 
creasing the supply, either by reshell- 
ing the grounds or by having a closed 
Leason for, say, two years, to allow 
them tọ multiply. This they claim, is 
done in order to save game when it be- 
comes very scarce; then why will it not 
work in the oyster case? It is claimed 
by several ofthe most prominent oyster- 
men here that the oyster beds of Miles, 
River are the hardest worked beds in 
the state, on account of the individual 
tonging that is surreptitiously carried 
on during the summer, or closed season. 
Heretofore it has not been considered 
an unlawful act for a person to tong up 
a few oysters ior his own private use, 
but now it seems the number has in- 
creased to such an extent that the privi- 
lege has been grossly abused, and the 
beds are being greatly abused and dis- 
turbed during their spawning season. 

Ip has been carefully estimated by re- 
liable authority that three fourths of 
the population of St. Michaels derive 
their means of living directly from the 
oyster industry (and the other fourth 
indirectly), and for this reason some 
drastic measures are to be adopted soon 
whereby the oyster beds will be replen- 
ished with stock from other waters or 
the present beds allowed to multiply 
themselves, ; 

Someidea may be obtained of the 
present state of affairs when it is known 
that three or four yea's ago the tongers 

- bere were able to catch at least twice as 
many oysters in a day as they do now, 
andnaturaliy their revenue is decreasing 
proportionately. The present demand 
for oysters for the coming holidays is 
far in excess of the supply, and many 
of the orders will be left unfilled. Itcan 
be plainly seen that something is abso- 
lately necessary to be done to protect 
the oyster industry in Miles River and 
tributaries. Whether this somthing be 
the leasing of the oyster beds or the 
prohibiting of the catching of oysters 
for a period of years is a question to be 
settled by those in authority.

front should be two inches wide, to per- 
mit the chickens to get their heads 
through for feeding; the slats on the 
bottom should be put on three-quarters 
of an inch apart. Each compartment 
has a small sliding door in front, The 
crates are placed on stands two and a 
half or three feet from the ground. The 
droppings from the chickens in the 
crates are received on sand or some sb- 
sorbent material below. A light V“ 
trough, two and a half inches inside, is 
placed in front of each crate running 
the whole length of it. The bottom of 
the trough is about level with the floor 
slats of thé crate. The birds of the larg- 
er breeds are besteuited for fattening, 
Dorkings and Plymouth Rocks are 
good sorta, also light Brahmas and Buff 
Cochins or crosses of these. The age 
may be anywhere from three to four or 
eion five months and the condition of 
the birds should be such as to indicate 
healthfulness and a tendency to fa- 
ten. 

When the chickens are first put in it 
is a good plan to rub a little sulphur 
close under both wings over a spot of 
about an inch anda half in size, and 
over a similar surface of the skin un- 
der the tail. This treatment will kill 
lice, 

It is desirable to have the chickens fed 
in the crates from the trough for 
about two weeks. Then they may be 
fed by the cramming machine. When it 
is used they should be fed twice a day 
only, and the feeding period with the 
cramming machine should not be long- 
er than two wees. 

During the last ten days of the fol- 
lowing tallow should be put with the 
feed. To begin with, the tallow shouid 
be used at the rate of one pound per 
day for about seventy or a hundred 
chickens according to size. That should 
be gradually increased until one pound 
per day is being fed to from fifty to 
peventy chickens, The best way to mix 
the tallow is to melt a portion of it, 
thicken it while still hot with ground 
meal, and then mix the right quantity 
pe that paste with the other feed for the 

ay. 

The feed máy be nats, barley or 
wheat, preferably oats, ground very 
fine—as fine as they can be pulverized 
the seeds or hulls being kept in, and 
also thoroughly pulverized, The 
ground grain should be mixed with 
skim milk only. The skim-milk may 
be sweet or sour, preferably sour. The 
mixture should have about the consis- 
tency of thin porridge, so thick that it 
will not run readily, and so thin that if 


à qei a spoonful of it were put on a 
plate it would spread. ý 

The chickens should be fed from the 
trough in frontof the crates three times 
a day. 8 first three or four 
days they should be fed quite sparing- 
ly. After the first week they should be

“PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 


The prompt destruction of all leaf-eat- 
ing insects and leaf puncturing in- 
sects is one of the first things to be con- 
sidered, How this shall be accomplish- 
ed with the least outlay of time and 
money is a matter for the economic en- 
tomologist to determine. 

“Of eourse, the more diseased plants 
in a field, at any time, the more possi- 
ble sources of infection. For this rea- 
son diseased plants should be removed 
and burned with great promptness. 
This is impracticable after a whole field 
has become infected, for then the mis- 
chief forthe season has been accomp 
lished, The time for such precautions 
is early in the season, when a frequent 
thorough search should be made for 
diseased plants. This can be carried on 
along with the war of extermination 
against the insect depredators. 

“When the disease has become wide- 
spread in the fields of tomato or egg 
plants there is no help for it, but in the 
case of potatoes a considerable part of 
the tubers may be saved if they are dug 
immediately and stored in a cold dry 
place. Delay in harvesting of the tu- 
bers for any. length of time after the 
vines have shriveled means simply the 
infection of all the tubers atid the loss 
ot the whole crop either in the ground 
in the cellar. 

„This disease sometimes appears on 
new ground, i e., ground recently 
cleared, and occasionally to such an ex- 
tent as to lead growers to suspect the 
seed.. The seed, however, is not neces- 
the | sarily the carrier of the disease, since 
beetles with the germs on their jawecan 
readily fly from one field to another. 
Such an explanation of the disease does 
not, — preclude the possibility 
of the germ being permanently at home 
in certain soils,or of ite being spread by 
seeds or infected seed toos. How- 
ever this may be, the probab- 
ly lives over winter in the eurth of the 
potato and tomato fields, and therefore 
such infected soils should bê planted to 
other crops for u series of years before 
again venturing these two crops or any 
other solanaceous plants known to be 
subject to the disease. 

‘Fo recapitulate, prevention of this 
disease lies in the direction of the 
prompt carrying out of vie following 
measures. 

"1, Early and complete destruction 
of insect pests. 2, Early and complete | the 
remoyal of diseased vines.

What a pillow, embroidered of all col- 
ors, hath the dying day! The cradle of 
clouds from which the sun rises is beanti- 
ful enough, but it is surpassed by the 
many colored mausoleum in which at 
evening it is buried. 

Sunset among the mountains! It al- 
most takes one’s breath away to recall 
the scene. The long shadows stretching 
over the plain make the glory of the de- 
parting light on the tiptop crag’ and 
struck aslant through the foliage the 
more conspicuous, 
purple and crimson commingled. All the 
castles of-cloud in conflagration, Burn- 
ing Moscows on the sky. Hanging gar- 
dens of roves at their deepest blush, 
Banners of vapor, red as it from carnage, 
In the battle of the elements, The hunt- 
er among the Adirondacks and the Swiss 
villager among the Alps know what is a 
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Saffron and gold, ` 
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sunset among the mountains, After a 


storm at sea the rolling grandeur into 
which the sun goes down to bathe at 
nightfall is something to make weird and 
splendid dreams out of for a lifetinie. 
Alexander Smith ju his poem compares 
the sunset to “the barren beach of hell,” 


ut this wonderful spectacle of nature 


makes me think of the burnished wall of 
heaven, Paul in prison, writing my text, 


remembers some of the gorgeous sunsets ` 


among the mountains of Asia Minor 
and how he had often seen the towers of 
Damascus blaze in the close of the ori- 
ental days, and he flashes out that mem- 
ory in the text when he says, “Let not 
the sun go down upon your wrath,” 
Sublime, all suggestive duty for people 
then and people now! Forgiveness be- 
fore sundown! He who never feels the 
- throb of indignation is imbecile. He who 
can walk among the injustices of the 
world inflicted upon himself and others 
without flush of cheek, or flash of eye, or 
Agitation of nature, is either in sympathy 
+ with wrong or semi-idiotic. When Ana- 
nias, the high priest, ordered the consta- 
bles of the courtroom to smite Paul on 
e mouth, Paul fired up and said, “God 
all smite thee, thou whited wall!“ In 
e sentence Immediately before my text 
Paul commands the Ephesians, “Be ye 
angry and sin not.“ It all depends on 
what you are mad at and how long the 
feeling lasts whether “anger is right or 
wrong. Life is full of exasperations. 
Saul after David, Succoth after Gideon, 
Korah after Moses, the Pasquins after 
Augustus, the Pharisees after Christ, 
and every one has had bis pursuers, and 
we are swindled or belied or misrepre- 
sented or persecuted or in some way 
wronged, and the danger is that health- 
ful indignation ahall become baleful spite 
and that our feclings settle down into a 
prolonged outpouring of temper displeas- 
ing to God and ruinous to ourselves, and 
hence the Important injunction of the 
text, Let not the sun go down upon your 
wrath.” 


Repression of One's Temper. 
Why that limitation to one’s anger? 
Why that period of flaming vapor set to 
punctuate a flaming disposition? What 
us the sunset got to do with one’s re- 
sentful emotions? Was it a haphazard 
sentiment written by Paul without spe- 
algnificance? No, no; I think of five 
sons why we should not let the sun 
t before our temper. ‘ 
First, because 12 hours is long enough 
j be cross about any wrong inflicted 
upon us, Nothing is so exhausting to 
physical health or mental faculty as a 
protracted indulgence of ill humor, It 
racks the nervous system. It hurts the 
digestion. It heats thé blood in brain 
and heart until the whole body is firat 
overheated and then depressed. Besides 
that, it sours the disposition, turns one 
aside from his legitimate work, expends 
epergies that ought to be better employ- 
Wand does un more harm than it does 
our antagonist. Paul gives us a good, 
wide allowance of time for legitimate 
denunciation, from 6 o'clock to 6 o'clock, 
bnt says, Stop there!“ Watch the de- 
scending orb of day, and when it reaches 
the horizon take a reef in your disposi- 
thon. Unloose your collar and cool off. 
Change the subject to something delight- 
fully pleasant. Unroll your tight fist and 
shake hands with some one. Bank up 
the fires at the curfew bell. Drive the 
growling dog of enmity back to its ken- 
nel. The hours of this morning will pass 
by, and the afternoon will arrive, and the 
4 aun will begin to wet, and, I beg you, on 
Alte brazing hearth throw all your feuds, 
invectives and satires. 
Other things being equal, the man who

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PARMERS' INSTITUTES. 


There are some things that the best 
farmers, in selfish isolation, axe too prone 
to forget. One of these is that we can 
not be fully prosperous alone, that our 
neighbor must come forward slong 
with us, or else we cannot do as well aa 
we otherwise could, Take for an exam- 
ple of this the business of fruit grow- 
ing. What we need before we can make 
this pay as well as it should is that 
whole localities shall do the best kind 
of work pessible, and establish the 
name of the district, make a reputation 
tor it among the dealers. One or two 
men, unless exceptionally large grow- 
ers, cannot do this. It is when scores 
or hundreds ship extra choice fruit 
from a vicinity, and make its name well 
known, as forinstance, Ponoma County, 
California, is known, that the best 
prices in the beat markets can be had, 
Northern Indiana took the first prize at 
the World’sFair for tine flavored apples, 
yet does any New York commision 
house pay a nickel more for a barrel of 
apples because it has a Northern Indi- 
ana brand? If we were organized and 
enterprising we could command the 
best prices in the best markets, we could 
get an extra profit from our name, as 
well as for extra fine fruits. If we shall 
ever do this, it wiil be because hundreds 
of farmers and fruit growers have been 
awakened to the possibilities and in- 
structed in the methods of fruit culture 
and how to market the crop. Single 
day institutes upon fruit culture alone 
in every county seat and considerable 
village conducted by first class speakers 
able to instruct and to arouse enthusi- 
asm, might protitably be held. 

Southern indians, whichis one of 
the best fruit growing sections of the 
world, when you take into account her 
available markets, is hardly known 
and ite magnificent possibilities are 
practically undeveloped. Who will 
wake up these dormant resources? 

Again look at the tremendous waste 
of the roughage on most farms. On 
hundreds of thousands of acres half of 
the value of the corn goes to waste. 
Yet the method of saving this waste 
and enriching the farms is within the 
reach of almost ever farmer. Few or 
none are too poor to practice it, A few 
silos dot the strte, a few shredders make 
corn hay, and their owners get rich, but 
it seems as if the gospel of the silo has 
reached only a few, and costly timothy 
still is fed to thousands of horses who 
would do better on finely shredded fod- 
der. 5 

All departments of farming wait for a 
quickening influence. Who shall give 
it them? Of all these devices yet pre- 
sented, the instituteis the most prac- 
tical and economical, It has only be- 
gun its work, and it has done well, but 
it needs to do five, ten, twenty times as 
much. It needs not only practical men 
but good speakers, men who will con- 
vince the doubters as well as. instruct 
those willing to learn, men who will a- 
rouse enthusiasm and proj\ress, We look 
to the Farmers’ Institutes 


as it is one of noblest that mem Car 


foliow, in line with the rest—Strawber, 
ry Culturist. 


STATE ROAD BUILDING. 


A Suggestion Made in The Geological 
Survey Report. 

The report of the Maryland Geologi- 
cal Survey has just been fesued from 
the Johns Hopkins press. It is a vol- 
ume of more than 500 pages and is 
richly illustrated with lithographic 
mapa, half-tones and cuts. Ite duscus 
sion of the problem of road building in 
Maryland is quite comprehensive, 

In summarizing the work of the sur- 
vey and the ‘stiggestions made regard- 
ing public roads, the report concludes: 
“Before the State can actually enter 
upon a comprehensive plan of the State 
road building, in co operation with the 
counties, it may be necessary to secure 
an amendment to the constitution, and 
if that should prove to be the case, two 
years at least would elapse before the 
work can be inaugurated. In the mean- 
time experimental work could be un- 
dertaken. Most of the States now en- 


gaged in such schemes of road oon- 
struction have approached the question 
similar stages and with the result 
t the State highways are meeting 
with almost universal approval on the 
part of the people,”

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TO BE'PENSIONED JANUARY 1. 


Pennsylvania Rellroad System Will Then 
Uo Into Effect. 

PHILADELPHIA, Déo., 18.—It was ofi- 
cially announced tonight that the plan 
of pensioning aged employes by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad will be put into 
effect on January 1. 1900. 

There will be 950 employes retired, 

d pentioned on that date. Thereatf- 
ter all officers and employes not yet 70 
years of age will be retired and pen- 
sioned on the first day of the month 
following their attainment of that a. 

The plan oleo provides an age limit 
for the employment of new men, no 
néw employe to be taken into the ser- 
vice who is over 85 years of age. 

President Cassat tonight issued a cir- 
cular containing the details and terms 
of the plan. It provides for the retire- 
ment on January 1, 1900, of all em- 
ployes of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
system east of Pittsburg and Erie, em- 
bodying the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, the Northern Central Rail- 
way Company, Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore Railroad Company, 
West Jersey and Seashore Railroad 
Company and the Philadelphia and 
Camden Ferry Company who have at- 
tained the age of 70 years, and the pay- 
ment to such employes of a pension 
equal to one per cent. foreach year of 
continuous service of the average sal- 
ary for the last 10 years. 

It also provides for the retirement of 
all officers and employes between - the 
ages of 65 and 69 years who, having 
been 80 years in the service of the com- 
pany, are physically disqualified, and 
the payment to them of a pension com- 
puted on the same basis, These pen- 
sions will be payable at the same rate 
during the lives of the pensioners, pro- 
vided the total amount for pensioners 
shall not exceed the sum of $800,000 per 
annum. When the total expenditures 
for pensions exceed the above sum a 
re-adjustment of the pension roll on the 
basis of a lower percentage will be made 


to bring the amount Within the maxi- 
mum limit, 


Esma Davis Aceineatly Killed. 

Snow HILL, MD., Dec., 18 —Esms 
Davis was killed here late this after- 
noon by the overturning of a horse 
cart. He left home intending to haul 
in a load of cornstalkse. When he did 
not return at eupper time, his mother, 
with whom he lived, went to the lot to 
see what detained him. She found the 
cart overturned with the load of stalke, 
but saw nothing of Mr Davis. Gordon 
Bowen and Noah Pennewell, who were 
near by, removed the load and found 
Mr. Davis between shafts of the 
cart and the horte. I skull was 
fractured and he was dead, A jury of 
inquest gaye a verdict of accidental 
death. Mr. Davis was 50 years of age 
and unmarried.

GENERAL LAWTON KILLED. 


TheNew York Herald's Manila corres- 
pondent furnishes the following ac- 
count of the death of General Lawton; 
Major General Lawton was killed at 2 
o'clock Tuesday morning. The circum- 
stances surrounding the heroic death 
show the nobility of his character. 

When Capt. Ethelbert L. D. Breckin- 
ridge was abot General Lawton assisted 
in taking the young officer to a small 
depression, which it was thought, offer- 
ed enfficient protection. 

The bullets rained about the tall 
form of General Lawton as he exposed 
himself above the embankment, Officers 
about him called the General's atten- 
tion to the fact that the Filipino sharp- 
shooters were aiming at him. They beg- 
ged him to bo careful. 

General Lawton resolutely replied; I 
murt bes what is going on in the firing 
line.” 

He then started off and had travers- 
ed about 50 feet when he met his aides 
Capt. E.L. King and Capt. A. M. Fuller 
returning. 

As they approached him General Law- 
ton suddenly paled and clenched his 
hands, 

“What is the matter, General?“ ex- 
elaimed Captain King. 

“I am shot through the lungs,” 
replied General Lawton.” 

He pitched forward with blood gush- 
ing from his mouth. He did not speak 
again, for he was dead. 

Goetieral Lawton wasone of the ablest 
and bravest generale of the country. 
He had engaged in one hundred and 
sixty- -Ave battles. He commanded one 
of the divisions at Santiago last July. 
Upon his returnhome he was sent to 
Manila to aid Otis. 

He commanded the expedition to the 
north of Manila in search of Aguinaldo. 
In his death the country has lost a very 
valuable general, inferior in ability 
arid bravery to nonoin the field and 
the country’s cause in Manila must 
suffer by his death. It must indeed be a 

» righteous cause that any country isen- 
gaged in to warrent the loss of such val- 
unble men as Lawton and we. may well 
ask if the present conflict has such mer- 
it. It is to bò regretted that the craze to 
raise funds has siozed upon the peo- 
ple to pension his family by private 
subscription. General Lawton’s services 
tothe country entitles his family to the 
protection of the goverment. They are 
entitled toa pension in keeping with 
the station that the general,» ability 
wes able to maintain them in, Congress 
should at once vote the widow such a 
pension; any pensioning by private sub- 
soription puts her upon the charities of 
tbe people and should be so considered 
both by her and the country. Mrs. Law- 
tom should promptly decline all offers 
of the kind and allow Congress to vote 
ber the support to which she is entitled 
Ifthe country wishes to raise a fund to 
erect a monument to Gen. Lawton as a 
testimonial of appreciation of his ser- 
viges, well and good, but ite wrong to 
eousent to any “passing around tho hat 
to secure fonds for Mrs. Lawton's sup 
pork. Let oongress do Its duty, which 
‘wo havo no doubt it will do at the pro- 
per time, but stop this taking up ool-

This letter set us all in a ferment 
of excitement. Everybody went and 
asked Letitia for information. Bvery- 
body felt that there must be more mys- 
tery behind this. Letitia, amiled and 
sald she had lost sight of Frank during 
the latter part of her stay at Tampa. 
She supposed the government must 
have sent him on some special mission 
to Cuba, because he had traveled there 
before the war was ever thought of 
and knew the country a little: 

I think we all felt somewhat annoyed.

Maryland Roads. `: 


The ADVERTISER is much pleased to 
be able to quote the Baltimore Sun on 
the subject of Maryland's highways, a 
question that the ADVERTISER has for 
a long time felt a deep interest in. The 
Sun treats the subject in its usual 
thorough and feasable manner. The 
Sun says: 

The Act of 1898, Chapter 454, creat- 
ing the commission to investigate the 
highways of Maryland, requires the 
commission to make a report to the 
Legislature at the seasion of 1900 upon 
the condition of the roads, the best 
method of improving, constructing and 
maintaining the same, with estimates 
of costs, expenses and plang. This re- 
port the commission has had prepared 
by Dr. William Bullock Clark, super- 
intenbent of the survey, and his crops 
of expert assistants. The report consists 
of a volume of over 450 pages, which 
has already been described in The Sun. 
This book, properly distributed through- 
out the State—and a copy should be 
sent to each one of the county commis- 
sioners of the yarious counties—ought 
todo much to arouse public interest 
and create a sentiment in favor of good 
highways, without which it is useless 
to attempt any reform Such a senti- 
ment existed 60 years ago, and a move- 
ment for good roads be gan which would 
have speedily produced great resulta, 
But before much progress had been 
made steam railroads were invented, 
aud from that time almost down to the 
present the energies and capital of the 
people have been devoted to railroad 
building, and almost every city, town, 
State and county has from time to time 
taxed its inhabitants for railroad sub- 
scriptions 

That movement has worn itself out, 
and the people of Maryland are again 
thinking about improving their wagon 
roads, When the farmers generally 
take the matter in hand something will 
be done. There are already encourag- 
ing signs of this. The Vansville and 
the Patuxent Farmers’ Clubs, in Prince 
George’s county, have taken hold of the 
Matter, and it would be well for farm- 
ers in other counties to organize in time 
to press come action upon the Legisla- 
ture. The first thing is to convince the 
county taxpayers that it coste more to 
hau! and drive over bad roads than it 

~does to build good ones. This seryice 
the report of the Highways Commis- 
sion should perform. Another thing 
is to satisfy the county commissioners 
thatit requires skilled engineer to 
make s road. 

Three plans have been suggested: 

First. To make the main thorough- 
fares of each of the counties, estimated 
by the commission to be about 9,000 
miles, by concentrating upon them 
half of the road appropriations for, say, 
ton years, the Btate to contribute an 
‘equal amount. The cost of making 
these roads is estimated at about $8,- 
000, 000.

_Malesio@bonstruct one mile of road in 
each county to serve as a model for 
general road construction, each model

‘Third. To have the Highways De 
partment ee as an advisory 
board to make suggestions and give en-

SHADOWS AND SUNSHINE ON THAT 
. LOWLY BED, 


Rev. Dr. Talmage, In Hin Christmas 
Sermon, Tells the Story of the In- 
carnation In a New Way—Practical 
-Unca of the Festival. 


(Copyright, Louis Klopach, 1899.) 

Wasnmorox, Dec. 24.—The story of 
the Incarnation iè here told by Dr, Tal- 
mage in a new way, and practical use 
is made at these days of festivity; text, 
Matthew 1, 17, “So all the generations 
from Abraham to David are 14 genera- 
tions, and from David until the carry- 
ing away into Babylon are 14 genera- 
tions, and from the carrying away into 
Babylon unto Christ are 14 genera- 
tions.” à 

From what many consider the dullest 
and most unimportant chapter of the 
New Testament I take my text and 
find it full of practical, startling and 
eternal interest. This chapter is the 
front. door of the New Testament, 
through which all the splendors of 
evangelism and apostolicity enter. 
Three time 14 generations are spoken 
of In my text—that is, 42 generations— 
reaching down to Christ. They all had 
relation to him, and at least 42 genera- 
tions past affect us. If they were good, 
we feel the result of the goodness. If 
they were bad, we feel the result of 
their wickedness. If some were good 
and some were bad, it is an intermin- 
gling influence that puts its mighty 
hand upon us. And as we feel the ef- 
fect of at least 42 generations past we 
will in turn influence at least 42 gèn- 
erations to come, if the world shall last 
a thousand years. /So, you see, the 
cradle is more important than the 
grave. 

I propose to show you some of the 
shadows upon the Christic cradle of 
Bethlehem and then the sunshine that 
poured in upon the pillow of straw. 
Notice among the shadows on that in- 
fant’s bed that there was here and 
there a specimen of dissolute ancestry. 
ý Beautiful” Ruth bis ancestress? Oh, 

, yes! Devout Asa’ one of his forefa- 
“= thers? Oh, yes! Honest Joseph his 
father? Oh, yes! Holy Mary his moth- 
^ Oh, yes! But in that genealogical 
ble were idolatrous and crue] Am- 
on and oppressive Rehoboam and 
some men whose abominations may 
not be particularized. So you see bad 
men may have good descendants. One 
of the most consecrated men I ever 
knew was the son of a man who lived 
and died a blasphemer. In the line of 
an oppressive Rehoboam comes a gra- 
cious and merciful and glorious Christ. 
Great encouragement for those who 
had in the 42 generations that preced- 
ed them, however close by or however 
far back, some instances of pernicious 
and baleful and corrupt ancestry. 
Effects of Ancestry. 
To my amazement, I found in those 
parts of Australia to which many years 
` ago felons were transported from Eng- 
land that the percentage of crime was 
less than in those parts of Australla 
originally settled by honest men and 
good women. Some who are now on 
judicial benches in Australia, and in 
high governmental positions, and in 
ed and useful professions, and 
ders In social life, are the grandsons 
and granddaughters of men and wom- 
en who were exiled from Great Britain 
7 Australia for arson and theft and 

g assault and fraud and murder. So you 
see it is possible for the descendants of 
those who do wrong to do right. 

N Sluce we are all more or less affected 
by our ancestry, we ought to be patient 
with those who go wrong, remember- 
ing that they) may be the victims of un- 
happy antecedents. How lenient it 
ought to make us lu our judgments of 
the fallen! Perhaps they had 42 gen- 
erations back of them pushing them 
the wrong way, Five bundred years 
before they were born there may have 
been a parentage of Iniquity augment- 
ed by a corrupt parentage 200 years 
ago. Do not blame a man because he 
cannot swim pe the rapids of Niagara. 
Do not blame a ship captain because 
he cannot outride a Caribbean whirl- 
wind. The father of this man who does 
wrong may have been all right ond bis 
mother all right, but away back In the 

4 centuries there may have started a bad 

ropensity which he now feels. One of 
the Ten Commandments given on 
Mount Sinal recognizes the fact that 
evil may skip a generation when the 
mmandment speaks of visiting “the 
` iquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
n unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion.” but says nothing about the sec- 
ond generation, and if evil may skip 
one generation why not two and three 
and four and five generations, making 
a mighty leap and alighting very hard 
upon the head and the heart of some 
poor victim? Better be a little merel- 
ful toward the culprit, leat after awhile 
aote hereditary evil born in the year 
4000 or 1700, having skipped the cen- 
turies, allght just as heavy upon you. 
Meanwhile keep carefully your fam- 
ily records, The old place for the fam- 

. fly record In the Bible, between the 
Old and New Testaments, is a most ap 
propriate place.

& good thing—the new habit abroad of 
seeking for one’s pedigree. 

Shadows on the Cradic. 

Another shadow on the Christic cra- 
dle was that it stood under a depraved 
king. Herod was at that time ruler 
and the complete Impersonation of all 
deprayities, It was an unfavorable 
time for Innocence to expect good treat- 
ment. So dark was the shadow drop- 
ping on the cradle from that iniquitous 
throne that the peasant mother had to 
lift her babe out of it and make hasty 
flight. Depraved habits of those in 
authority are apt to be copied by ‘sub- 
jects, and from the !mmorals of the 
Herodic throne I judge of the immor- 
als of n nation. There was a malaria 
of sin In the air when the infant Christ 
first breathed it. Thickest shawl could 
not keep the babe warm when in that 
wintry month with his mother. he be- 
came n fugitive. 

Historians say that it was at a time 
of peace that Christ was born, but his 
birth aroused an antagonism of which 
the Bethlehem massacre was only a 
feeble expression. War of the mighti- 
est nation of the earth opened against 
that cradle! The Influence that came 
forth that night from that surrounding 
of camels and sheep and oxen challeng- 
ed the iniquities of all the centuries: 
and will not cease until it has destroy- 
ed them. What a pronunciamento 
went forth from that black and bar- 
barian throne, practically saying, “Slay 


all the babes under 2 years of age, and | 


that wide slaughter will surely Include 
the death of the one child that most 
threatens my dominion,” Awful time 
was it for the occupant of that cradle! 
If he escape the knife of the assassin, 
then the wild beast’s paw or the ban- 
dit's clutch or the midnight chill be- 
tween Bethlehem of Judæa and Cairo, 
Bgypt, will secure his destruction. All 
the powers of earth and all the demons 
of hell bombarded that cradle. 
A Famous Town. 
Another shadow upon that Christic 
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the sun was not worth taxing: the wo- 
man's sandals which kept her feer 
from being Cut by the limestone rock. 
of which Bethlebem is mostly made 
up, were not worth taxing. No; the 
fact Is that a prdclamation und been 
made by the emperor that all the peo- 
ple between Great Britain aud Parthia 
and of those lands Included should go 
to some appointed place and give their 
names in, be registered and announce 
their loyalty to the Roman emperor. 

They had walked 80 miles over a 
rough road to give thelr names and 
take the oath of allegiance. Would we 
walk 80 miles’ to announce our alle- 
glance to our king. one Jesus? Cæsar 
Augustus wanted to know by the rec- 
ord on which that man and that wo- 
man wrote thelr names or had them 
written, just how many people in his 
empire be could depend on In case of 
exigency. How many men would un- 
sheathe sword for the Roman eagle 
and how many women could be de- 
pended on to take cnre of the wounded 
on battlefields? The trouble is that In 
the kingdom of Christ we do not know 
how many can be depended on. There 
are so many men and women who 
never give In thelr names. They serve 
the Lord on the sly. They do not an- 
ounce their allegiance to the king 
who, in the battles to come, will want 
all his troops. In all our churches 
there are so many half and half disci- 
ples, so many one-third espousers. 
They rather think the Bible is true, at 
any rate parts of It, and they hope that 
somehow Obristianity will disenthrall 
the nations, They stay away from 
church on communion days and hope 
when they have lived as long as they 
can in this world they can somehow 
sneak Into heaven. Oh, give in your 
names! Be registered on the church 
record down here and in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life up there. Let alf the 
world know where you stand, If you 
have to go as far as Joseph and Mary 
walked, if you liave to go 80 miles be- 
fore you find just the ‘right form of 
worship and just the right creed. 

Divine Protection. 

Another gleam of sunshine striking 
through the shadows above that Cbrist- 
le cradle was the fact ofia special di- 
vine protection. Herod was determin- 
ed upon the child’s destruction. The 
monster put all bis wits together in 
stratagem for the stopping of that 
young life just started. He dramatized 
piety; he suddenly got religious; he 
would leave his palace and take char- 
iot and have steeds whipped up, 80 
that he could kneel at that cradle. We 
have to smile at what the Imperial vil- 


lain sald when he ordered, “Go and

village. David, the shepherd boy, had 
been born there, but after he became

cance, I think never mentioning it but

ed in mind from another Bethlehem 
then existing, and so was called Beth- 
lehem of Judæa. There was a great 
capital of Jerusalem; there were the 15 
beautiful cities on the beach of Galilee, 


any of them a good place to be born , 


In; there were great towns famous at 
that time, but the nativity we today 
celebrate was in a village which Christ 
intimated had been called by some 
“the least among the princes of Juda.” 
Christ himself was to make the town 
famous for all time and all eternity. 

O men and women of Messianic op- 
portunity, why do you not make the 


| place of your nativity memorable for 


your philanthroples—by the churches 
you build, the free libraries you open, 
the colleges you endow? Go back. to 
the village where you were born, as 
George Peabody went back to Danvers, 
Mass., and with your wealth bless the 
neighborhood where In childhood you 
played and near by where your father 
and mother sleep the last sleep. There 
are scores of such villages in America 
belng generously remembered by pros- 
perous men during life or helped in 
thelr last will and testament, and there 
are a hundred neighborhoods wasting 
for such benediction from thelr pros- 
perous sons. By some such charity in- 
vite the Bethlehem angels to come back 
again and over the plain house of your 
nativity ring out the old anthem of 
“Good will to men.“ Christ, born In an 
obscure place, made it so widely known 
by his self sacrifices and divine charity 
that all round the earth the village of 
Bethlehem has its name woven In gar- 
lands and chanted in “Te Deums“ and 
built in houses of prayer. 
Sunshine Breaks Through. 

But it is time we see some of the sun- 
ahine breaking through the shadows 
on that cradle. For we must have jubi- 
lance dominate the Christmas festival 
That was Walter Scott's opinion when 
in “Marmion” he wrote: 

A Christmas gambol oft would cheer 

A poor man’s heart half the year, 

It was while the pensant and his 
wife were on a visit for purposes of en- 
rollment that Jesus was born. The Bi- 
ble translatora got the wrong word 
when they sald that Joseph and Mary 
bad gone to Bethlehem to be “taxed.” 
People went no farther then to got tax- 
ed than they do now. Te ai of 
most people always has been to e 
taxation, Besides that, these two humi- 
ble folk had nothing to tax. The man’s

search diligently for the young child, 
and when ye bave found him bring me 
word, that I may go and worship him 
also.” Dore's picture of the Massacre 
of the Innocents” at Herod's command 
—a picture full of children hurled over 
walls and dashed against streets and 
writhing under assassin’s foot—gives 
us a little Impression of the manner in 
which Herod would have treated the 
real child if he could once have got his 
hand on it. But Herod could not find 
that cradle. All the detectives he sent 
out failed in the search. Yet it had 
been pointed out by flashlight from the 
midnight heavens. All the neighbor 
hood knew about it. The angelic cho- 


rus in the cloud had called musical at- | Sastyill 


tention to it. No sentinel guarded it 
with drawn sword, passing up and 
down by the pillow of that Bethlehem 
guru vansary. Why, then, was it that 
the cradle was not despoiled of its 
treasure? Because It was divinely pro- 
tected. There were wings hovering 
that mortal eye cculd not see; there 
were armed immortals whose bran- 
dished sword mortal eye could not fol- 
low; there were chariots of the Omnip- 
otent the rumble of whose wheels only 
supernaturals could hear. God had 
started through the cradle to save our 
world, and nothing could stop him. 

You cannot reasonably account for 
that unhurt cradle except on the the- 
ory of a special, divine protection. And 
most cradles are likewise defended. 
Can you understand why so many chil- 
dren, with all the epidemics that as- 
sault them, and all their climbing to 
dangerous heights, and all their peril- 
ous experiments with explosives and 
thelr. running against horses’ hoofs, 
and daring of trolleys and carts fast 
driven, yet somehow get through, espe- 
cially boys of high spirit and that are 
going to amount to much? I account 
for their coming through all right, with 
only a few wounds and bruises, by the 
fact that they are divinely protected. 
All your charges of “Don't do this“ and 
“Don't do that“ and Don't go there” 
seem to amount to nothing. They are 
the same reckless creatures about 
whom you are constantly anxious and 
wondering what la the matter now. 
Divinely protected! 

_ Gleam of Light. 

‘Another gleam of light, scattering 
some of the gloom of that Christic pil- 
low in Bethlehem, was the fact that it 
was the starting placé of the most won- 
derful of all ra.
